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PROGRESSIVE  PROJECT 

I  am  speaking  up  to  support  Oakleigh 
Meadow  Cohousing  (OMC).  The  proposed 
cohousing  should  be  supported  as  a  project 
for  ecologically  and  socially  sustainable 
dense  cooperative  housing,  which,  as  a 
Ph.D.  in  urban  studies,  I  can  say  is  a  model 
being  adopted  widely  around  the  world  as 
an  alternative  to  sprawling  growth. 

I  live  in  the  neighborhood  and  have  been 
active  in  creating  a  sense  of  community 
and  place  here.  OMC  organizers  live 
adjacent  to  the  property  and  are  invested 
in  the  quality  of  life  of  the  community 
—  I  have  met  them  while  volunteering  to 
improve  the  filbert  grove,  but  have  never 
seen  constructive  contributions  from 
Lara  Bovilsky.  They  own  the  property; 
it  is  not  owned  by  the  city  or  county  as 
part  of  the  Willamette  River  Greenway. 
It  is  not  owned  by  a  for-profit  property 
development  corporation. 

Bovilsky ’s  objections,  as  articulated  in 
a  Viewpoint  Sept.  19  in  the  Weekly,  appear 
to  be  driven  by  fears  rather  than  dialogues 
with  the  community.  A  review  of  the  OMC 
project  website  reveals  that  they  are  not 
property  developers  along  the  lines  that 
Bovilsky  fears.  They  are  not  erecting  ugly 
infill  housing  like  other  properties  in  the 
area,  nor  are  they  proposing  huge  low- 
income  apartment  buildings  such  as  those 
planned  for  River  Road. 

The  only  objection  that  I  think  has  merit 
is  the  need  for  50  parking  spaces  to  serve 
28  units.  I  don’t  know  if  this  is  required  by 
housing  regulations,  but  I  would  suggest 


that  the  city  support  the  community  to 
adopt  a  car-sharing  model  that  limits  the 
number  of  cars  needed. 

Please  show  up  to  the  hearing  Oct.  2  to 
support  this  progressive  project.

covert  team  working  this  project,  which 
were  sent  to  Iran,  supposedly  an  enemy  of 
the  U.S.  government. 

As  chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff,  Powell  engaged  in  aggressive  war 
against  the  people  of  Panama,  thousands 
were  killed,  no  accurate  death  total  was 
ever  made  public.

A  lovely 
woman  named  Mara  drove  us  back  to 
the  Martin  Street  trailhead  since  we  were 
unable  to  walk.  Thanks  to  you  both.  You 
were  angels  to  us. 

The  man,  if  you  can  call  him  that, 
gave  us  a  false  phone  number  and  a  name, 
which  may  have  been  false  as  well,  who 
knows?  He  said  he’d  “just  moved  here” 
and  couldn’t  give  me  his  vet’s  name  to 
check  on  vaccination  status. 

There  is  a  leash  law  in  Oregon  and  in 
most  places  in  our  nation.

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DISPATCHES  FROM  AFGHANISTAN

12  Years  After 

THOUGHTS  ON  THE  9/1 1  ATTACK  ON  THE  U.S. 
CONSULATE  IN  AFGHANISTAN 

Few  dates  generate  as  much  apprehension  among  coalition  forces  in 
Afghanistan  as  Sept.  11.  Twelve  years  after  the  searing  trauma  from 
which  the  international  mandate  in  Afghanistan  emerged,  the  approaching 
anniversary  still  sharpens  one’s  focus  on  potential  threats  —  which  feel 
more  imminent  than  normal:  a  dust  trail  approaching  from  the  horizon,  a 
discoloration  on  the  road  surface,  a  motorbike  speeding  through  traffic,  a  sideways 
glance  and  a  hand  in  a  pocket. 

Even  in  Herat,  in  the  more  verdant  and  calm  western  portion  of  Afghanistan  where 
I’ll  be  stationed  for  the  next  few  months,  one  finds  little  relaxation  in  the  date’s  taut 
expectations.  Impassively,  the  citadel  of  Alexander  the  Great  stands  over  the  city  he 
conquered  2,300  years  ago,  having  watched  waves  of  invaders  crest  and  recede  over  the 
centuries,  unsympathetic  to  passing  dangers  to  transient  armies. 

So  when  gunfire  erupted  around  the  city  the  evening  of  Sept.  11,  it  seemed  obvious 
that  the  worst  potentials  of  the  day  had  come  to  pass.  A  sprint  to  our  building’s  secure 
overwatch  position,  body  armor  over  my  shoulder  and  weapon  on  my  hip,  left  me 
breathless  but  ready  to  make  an  attack  on  our  compound  as  costly  to  an  approaching 
enemy  as  possible. 

Fortunately,  the  only  cost  of  the  sprint  was  to  my  pride.  Looking  out  at  the  city,  I  saw 
that  the  tracer-lit  gunfire  all  arced  skyward.  In  the  97th  minute  of  the  South  Asian  Football 
Federation  Championship,  the  Afghan  national  team  had  secured  a  2-0  win  over  India, 
earning  the  nation’s  first  international  soccer  title  and  uniting  the  country  in  celebration 
not  seen  since  long  before  the  Taliban  had  banned  sporting  events  and  transformed  soccer 
stadiums  into  execution  arenas. 

In  Herat,  the  hometown  of  several  national  soccer  stars,  in  downtown  Taraqi  Park 
—  rebuilt  in  partnership  between  the  city  government  and  the  Italian  military  —  men 
embraced,  danced,  waved  the  Afghan  national  flag  and  fired  anything  that  could  brighten 
the  night  sky. 

As  the  celebration  continued,  it  seemed  like  the  project  of  rebuilding  an  Afghan 
identity  had  taken  a  tremendous  step  forward,  one  that  justified  the  sacrifices  of  the  last 
decade.  That  warm  night,  it  felt  like  the  fever  of  violence,  exerting  such  a  tight  grip  on 
Afghanistan  since  before  Sept.  11,  was  breaking. 

The  car  horns  and  celebratory  gunfire  continued  late  into  the  night,  and  I  put  away  my 
body  armor  with  a  sense  of  exhilaration. 

A  bit  more  than  24  hours  later,  I  awoke  on  Friday  morning  to  pounding  on  my  door. 
I  looked  out  my  window  to  see  a  huge  plume  of  smoke  rising  above  downtown  Herat.  I 
grabbed  my  body  armor,  running  again,  and  emerged  into  the  early  morning  sunlight  to 
hear  that  the  U.S.  Consulate,  where  a  significant  portion  of  our  development  planning 
is  done  in  downtown  Herat,  had  been  struck  by  two  vehicle-borne  IEDs  (improvised 
explosive  devices)  and  was  under  direct  fire. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  morning  we  watched  helicopters  overhead  racing 
reinforcements  to  the  U.S.  State  Department  compound  and  carrying  wounded  back  to  a 


nearby  coalition  base  for  medical  care.  We  aimed  our  weapons  outward,  waiting  for  the 
next  attack. 

The  attack  on  the  consulate,  like  the  Afghan  soccer  victory  and  so  much  of  what 
happens  here,  did  not  stay  long  in  American  news.  Optimistically,  the  lack  of  coverage 
stemmed  from  the  attack  being  largely  unsuccessful,  thwarted  by  effective  consulate 
security  and  excellent  response  from  the  Afghan  National  Security  Forces.  In  reality, 
perhaps  many  simply  no  longer  want  to  be  reminded  of  the  effort  here. 

As  I  put  my  body  armor  away  that  afternoon,  a  bit  burned  by  the  heat  of  the  Herati 
sun,  the  sense  of  exhilaration  for  any  advances  had  dried  up,  replaced  with  disbelief 
that  time  here  makes  much  difference.  Why  waste  time  cheering  for  the  Afghan  soccer 
team  when  I  could  be  rooting  for  the  Ducks  back  in  Eugene?  Why  find  my  joy  in  the 
celebrations  of  a  foreign  city  seemingly  so  hostile  to  our  presence  when  I  could  find  joy 
in  the  welcoming  arms  of  loved  ones  back  home? 

Such  questions  are  always  fleeting  in  the  military,  subsumed  by  the  next  task  at  hand.  On 
Saturday,  business  continued  as  usual.  One  of  our  task  force’s  main  efforts  in  Herat,  assisting 
local  businesses  in  increasing  their  distribution  reach,  seemed  all  the  more  vital  as  damage  to 
the  U.S.  Consulate  forced  other  development-focused  personnel  to  depart  for  Kabul. 

The  day  took  us  to  an  agricultural  processing  facility  to  evaluate  and  discuss  export 
opportunities  for  the  company’s  almonds,  pine  nuts  and  chickpeas  in  the  United  States 
and  worldwide. 

Walking  through  the  facility,  surrounded  by  bags  of  produce  harvested  in  the 
province’s  fertile  countryside,  spinning  conveyer  belts  wrapping  pounds  of  almonds 
into  neat  plastic  bags  for  sale  in  local  and  international  markets  and  by  Afghan  women 
sorting  chickpeas  into  containers  varying  by  degree  of  quality,  I  realized  that  progress  in 
Afghanistan  is  not  accurately  measured  by  excited  sprints,  either  in  good  times  or  in  bad. 

Instead,  the  progress  can  be  measured  in  patient,  enduring 
efforts  —  observed  in  each  successful  harvest,  in  each 
shipment  marked  “Made  in  Afghanistan”  boxed  and 
ready  for  export  and  in  each  of  the  30  men  and  women 
I  met  who  collect  a  paycheck  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  temptation  to  look  to  quick,  exciting  sprints 
to  judge  our  effort  here,  as  well  as  elsewhere  in 
this  part  of  the  world,  is  seductive,  but  that  process 
is  dangerously  dependent  on  good  fortune  and 
vulnerable  to  enemy  action.  To  effectively  measure 
the  difference  made  in  the  lives  of  the  Afghan  people, 
and  thus  the  enduring  success  of  the  coalition  effort, 
it  is  better  to  measure  it  in  the  separation  of  chickpeas. 

That  difference  will  certainly  never  make  the  news  back 
in  the  U.S.,  and  one  wonders  if  it  is  enough  after  12 
years,  but  it  makes  all  the  difference  in  the  lives 
of  the  people  I  have  encountered  here.

Nikos  Ridge,  co-founder  and  CEO  of  Ninkasi,  met 
with  Gov.  John  Kitzhaber  Sept.  18  to  talk  about  how 
Oregon’s  149  breweries  are  pumping  $2.8  billion  into 
the  state’s  economy  each  year.  Ninkasi  is  releasing 
“Oregon  Beer,”  a  promotional  pale  ale,  and  has  donated 
40  cases  of  the  brew,  made  from  Northwest  ingredients, 
for  the  state  to  use  in  foreign  and  domestic  trade  shows. 

The  Materials  Exchange  Center  for  Community  Arts 
(MECCA)  has  named  Heather  Campbell  as  its  new 
executive  director,  following  the  resignation  of  Mija 
Andrade  who  has  left  to  “pursue  her  work  as  an  artist, 
entrepreneur  and  mother,”  says  Liz  Lawrence,  MECCA’S 
board  president.  The  organization  works  to  divert  usable 
materials  out  of  the  waste  stream  and  into  creative 
endeavors  in  the  community.  Campbell  was  previously 
director  of  the  Bohemia  Mining  Days  festival  in  Cottage 
Grove  and  has  served  on  several  arts  and  cultural 
boards. 

Direction  Service,  a  Eugene  nonprofit  that  helps 
families  in  Lane  County  deal  with  disability  issues 
involving  children,  youth  and  young  adults,  has  been 
awarded  another  five  years  of  federal  funding  for 
operating  the  Center  for  Appropriate  Dispute  Resolution 
in  Special  Education  program  (CADRE).  The  program 
provides  technical  assistance  to  state  education 
agencies  nationwide,  along  with  early  intervention 
agencies  and  parent  advocacy  centers.  The  funding  for 
the  national  program  amounts  to  $650,000  a  year, 
independent  from  the  local  programs,  according  to 
Marshall  Peter,  director  of  CADRE  and  executive  director 
of  Direction  Service.  See  directionservice.org. 

A  CORRECTION:  Last  week  in  this  column  we  wrote 
that  EWEB  currently  offers  $500  rebates  on  ductless 
heat  pumps,  but  we  heard  from  Joe  Harwood  at  EWEB 
that  the  utility  “reached  its  conservation  goals  in  March 
and  suspended  its  rebate  and  zero-  and  low-interest 
loan  programs  for  energy  conservation.  So  at  this 
moment,  EWEB  is  not  offering  rebates  for  ductless  heat 
pumps.  We  anticipate  some  limited  rebates  will  be 
offered  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  2013,  ahead  of  a 
recalibrated  roll-out  of  various  conservation  programs 
for  2014.” 


LOCAL  FOOD  RIGHTS 
UNDER  THREAT 

Local  food  and  agriculture  are  a  big  deal  in  Lane  Coun¬ 
ty,  but  proposed  legislation  in  Salem  could  take  away  com¬ 
munities’  rights  to  regulate  those  very  things.  Senate  Bill 
633  would  prohibit  local  governments  from  making  laws 
about  seeds  and  their  products,  leaving  a  broad  swath  of 
traditionally  local  rules  in  the  hands  of  the  state.  The  bill, 
which  didn’t  advance  in  the  regular  session,  has  been  re¬ 
introduced  as  a  bargaining  chip  in  complex  negotiations 
about  tax  increases  and  cuts  to  PERS.  Lane  County  farm¬ 
ers  harvested  about  71,781  acres  and  $124.3  million  worth 
of  crops  in  2012. 

While  the  supposed  reason  for  preempting  local  control, 
according  to  environmental  attorney  Melissa  Wischerath, 
is  to  ensure  that  genetically  modified  (GM)  crops  can  be 
grown,  SB  633  goes  beyond  that  issue  by  prohibiting  local 
rules  about  seeds  and  their  products.  This  would  affect  ag¬ 
riculture,  nurseries  and  flower  growers  as  well.  Wischerath 
says  SB  633  would  affect  rules  on  GM  crops,  farm  stands, 
types  of  trees  grown  in  public  right  of  ways,  burn  days,  lo¬ 
cal  food  policy  councils  and  more.  What’s  appropriate  in 
one  part  of  Oregon  isn’t  always  right  for  another,  she  says. 

Ann  Kneeland,  a  lawyer  with  Support  Local  Food 
Rights,  says  the  bill  is  written  by  corporations  for  corpora¬ 
tions.  “We  see  it  as  part  of  a  national  trend  that  corpora¬ 


tions  are  increasingly  running  our  government,”  she  says. 
Model  legislation  from  conservative  group  ALEC’s  sum¬ 
mer  conference  included  the  Pre-Emption  of  Local  Agri¬ 
culture  Laws  Act. 

While  proponents  of  SB  633  say  that  this  is  a  simple 
shift  from  local  control  to  state  control,  Kneeland  says 
that’s  just  a  talking  point,  and  it’s  not  simply  a  question 
of  jurisdiction.  For  example,  she  says,  when  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Agriculture  (ODA)  addressed  the  local  is¬ 
sue  of  allowing  canola  in  the  Willamette  Valley  Protected 
District  in  the  summer  of  2013,  farmers  had  to  go  through 
the  arduous  process  of  getting  the  ruling  reversed  to  protect 
their  crops  from  cross-pollination.  When  it  comes  to  the 
ODA,  Kneeland  says,  “They  have  no  credibility  as  experts 
on  local  farming  and  local  agriculture.” 

Support  Local  Food  Rights  is  working  toward  a  No¬ 
vember  2014  ballot  measure  banning  GM  crops  locally. 
The  county  clerk  rejected  its  original  language  as  too  broad 
for  the  single-subject  test,  but  SLFR  has  submitted  revised 
wording  and  is  working  with  the  clerk  to  make  sure  it  can 
pass  the  test. 

Kai  Huschke  from  the  Community  Environmental  Le¬ 
gal  Defense  Fund  will  speak  about  community  rights  and 
local  food  rights  at  6  pm  Friday,  Sept.  27,  at  LCC  down¬ 
town,  room  105.  Food  rights  ralliers  are  heading  to  Salem 
on  the  expected  SB  633  vote  day,  beginning  Monday  morn¬ 
ing,  Sept.  30,  to  oppose  the  measure.  See  localfoodrights.

RACHELLE  ‘SAKTI’  SARFATI  (updated) 

On  the  afternoon  of  April  22,  2011,  as  LCC  media  arts 
student  Sakti  Sarfati  was  walking  home  from  class,  she 
stopped  at  a  railroad  crossing.  “I  was  filming  to  illustrate  a 
song,”  says  Sarfati,  who  was  so  focused  on  a  westbound 
freight  train  that  she  didn’t  hear  the  horn  of  the  approaching 
Amtrak  passenger  train.  “She  flew  like  a  rag  doll  into  the 
gravel,”  a  witness  reported.  Sarfati  spent  five  days  in  the 
hospital,  had  12  staples  in  her  head  and  nine  months  of 
vertigo,  but  recovered  and  won  a  scholarship  to  continue  her 
studies. 


After  graduating  in  June  of  2013,  she  is  looking  for  work 
in  video  production.  “I  have  no  memory  of  the  incident,” 
says  Sarfati,  who  has  nevertheless  featured  it  in  artworks.  “I 
am  interested  in  art  as  inspiration  and  healing.”  Her  piece  “I 
am  Still  Here”  can  be  seen  in  the  Salon  du  Peuple  atthe  New 
Zone  Gallery  through  the  First  Friday  ArtWalk  on  Oct.  4.  Her 
YouTube  video  “I  am  Here”  includes  the  scene  she  was 
recording  when  she  was  struck.  Early  in  the  summer, 
anticipating  the  departure  of  her  son  Ami  to  college,  she 
started  a  blog  about  “a  coming  of  age  of  a  middle-age,  single 
mother.”

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SANDI  MANN  VS.  LEIKEN  FOR  COMMISH 

With  a  self-proclaimed  political  lean  that’s  “more  progressive  than  most  Democrats,” 
Sandi  Mann  decided  to  put  her  name  in  the  hopper  for  Lane  County  commissioner,  Dis¬ 
trict  2,  because  of  “erroneous  and  uneducated  decisions”  made  by  the  incumbent,  Sid 
Leiken. 

“I  feel  like  I  can  make  a  difference,”  Mann  says. 

Mann  currently  works  as  the  treasurer  for  the  Eugene  Area  Silent  Quaker  Meeting  — 
the  Religious  Society  of  Friends.  She  also  works  in  a  long-term  role  as  a  substitute  teacher 
for  the  4J  School  District.  Politically  speaking,  she  has  worked  as  a  research  assistant 
for  Lane  County  Commissioner  Pete  Sorenson  and  aided  local  government  campaigns 
in  Texas,  as  well  as  helped  Fred  Harris,  a  Populist  candidate,  run  for  president  in  1976. 

Apart  from  those  positions,  Mann  has  also  been  involved  with  hospitals  and  social 
work,  such  as  a  child  abuse  center  in  Texas  and  a  foster  family  agency  in  California. 

Mann’s  main  priorities  for  Lane  County  include  restrictions  on  using  natural  resourc¬ 
es,  homeless  advocacy  and  “doing  the  best  I  can  to  make  sure  everyone  who  wants  to 
work  is  able  to  and  has  a  living  wage.” 

Mann  is  a  vocal  opponent  of  clearcutting,  saying  that  there  are  “other  ways  to  cash 
strap  than  destroying  our  natural  resources.”  She  has  also  been  an  opponent  to  the  mining 
of  Parvin  Butte.  “If  there’s  growth,  I  think  it  should  be  thoughtful  and  green,”  Mann  says. 

She  has  been  involved  in  the  recent  SLEEPS  protests,  and  the  experience  left  an  im¬ 
pact.  “I  was  at  Free  Speech  Plaza  the  night  they  evicted  them.  I  would  have  voted  for  them 
to  stay  and  tried  to  find  a  resolution,”  she  says. 

Mann  also  hopes  to  use  the  commissioner  spot  to  start  conversation  on  “radical”  is¬ 
sues,  such  as  a  ceiling  on  wages  in  Lane  County.  “There’s  people  here  making  $180,000 
or  more.  Every  year  they  want  more.  I  think  that’s  just  a  lot  of  greed,”  she  says. 

The  incumbent,  Leiken,  has  received  criticism  for  the  way  he  and  the  county  have 
handled  the  mining  of  Parvin  Butte.  He  was  also  the  center  of  a  scandal  involving  mis¬ 
appropriation  of  campaign  finances  in  2009  during  his  bid  for  Congress  while  mayor  of 
Springfield,  but  a  Lindholm  Company  survey  from  spring  2013  says  he  “appears  to  be  in 
very  good  shape  for  a  re-election  bid.  He  has  a  nearly  5-1  favorability  ratio  and  60  percent 
favorables.” 

In  addition  to  her  political  interests,  Mann  spends  much  time  involved  with  various 
neighborhood  associations,  working  with  the  Unitarian  Church  of  Social  Justice  and 
learning  about  different  cultures  and  languages.  She  has  created  a  candidate  committee 
with  the  Oregon  Secretary  of  State’s  office.  —  Jordan  Tichenor

UNSUSTAINABLE  USE 
OF  WEBSITE  LOGOS 

The  Oregon  Land  Company,  long  associated  with  controversial  developers  and  log¬ 
gers  Greg  Demers  and  Norman  and  Melvin  McDougal,  has  been  using  the  logo  of  the 
Sustainable  Forestry  Initiative  (SFI)  on  its  website  without  permission. 

Oregon  Land  has  “sustainable  forestry”  emblazoned  across  the  top  of  its  webpage, 
but  the  McDougals  and  Demers  are  associated  with  less-than-sustainable  projects  such 
as  the  clearcut  logging  and  mining  at  Parvin  Butte,  the  fire-prone  Pilot  Rock  landfill 
that  earned  a  $790,062  fine  from  the  state  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  and 
an  attempt  to  get  a  water  right  to  thousands  of  gallons  a  day  out  of  the  McKenzie  River 
via  the  Willamette  Water  Company,  which  was  ruled  water  speculation  by  an  Oregon 
administrative  law  judge  in  2012. 

Nonprofit  watchdog  group  LandWatch  Lane  County  was  made  aware  of  the  SFI 
logo  on  the  Oregon  Land  website  by  a  neighbor  of  one  of  the  company’s  land  purchas¬ 
es  and  logging  projects,  who  alleges  the  elderly  owner  was  verbally  assured  the  land 
would  be  thinned,  not  clearcut.  The  neighbor  declined  to  give  a  name,  citing  concerns 
there  could  be  retaliation. 

LandWatch  contacted  SFI  and  wrote,  “Since  the  Oregon  Land  Company  is  an  um¬ 
brella  group  of  Norman  and  Melvin  McDougal  and  Greg  Demers,  who  are  among 
Oregon’s  most  renowned  scofflaw  and  rapacious  clearcut  loggers,  I  question  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  the  Oregon  Land  Company  displaying  the  SFI  logo.  Does  the  Oregon  Land 
Company  have  your  permission  to  do  so?” 

Jason  Metnick,  vice  president  of  SFI’s  customer  affairs,  tells  EW  that  Oregon  Land 
did  not  have  permission  to  use  the  logo  as  it  did  not  go  through  the  initiative’s  six- 
month  to  one-year  application  process.  Metnick  says  SFI  asks  participants  to  meet 
water  quality,  wildlife  habitat  and  reforestation  standards  and  be  audited. 

Many  enviro  groups  do  not  think  SFI  has  high  enough  standards.  Doug  Heiken  of 
Oregon  Wild  says,  “It  means  next  to  nothing,  except  that  you  paid  your  dues  to  the 
greenwashing  PR  machine.”  Heiken  cites  the  Forest  Stewardship  Council  as  “the  more 
credible  certification  system.” 

Oregon  Land  removed  the  logo  after  it  was  contacted  by  SFI.  Now  the  only  logo  on 
the  site  is  the  Associated  Oregon  Loggers.  Jeff  Knight,  Oregon  Land’s  president,  did 
not  respond  to  a  request  for  comment  before  press  time.

•  EWEB  will  be  looking  at  smart  meters  at  its  next  board  meeting  at  5:30  pm  Tuesday, 
Oct.  1,  and  the  topic  is  likely  to  draw  a  large  and  vociferous  crowd.  It’s  on  the  agenda  as 
“AMI  Project”  for  Advanced  Metering  Infrastructure.  We  hear  three  options  are  being 
considered:  shelving  AMI,  continuing  existing  plans  to  do  pilot  programs  over  the  next 
three  years  with  the  idea  of  deploy  ingthe  meters  later  or  doing  an  opt-in  approach  based 
on  customer  demand.  We  recognize  the  environmental  and  health  concerns  we’ve  heard 
from  smart  meter  skeptics  in  the  community,  but  we  also  appreciate  that  EWEB  is  being 
very  cautious  in  its  approach  and  doing  its  due  diligence  to  make  sure  installing  smart 
meters  will  not  be  a  bad  decision  in  the  long  run.  Let’s  tone  down  the  speculation  based 
on  outdated  information  and  look  at  the  facts. 

•  The  Great  Recession  started  in  200?  and  ended  in  2009  (if  the  stock  market  is 
your  prime  indicator  of  economic  health).  Wall  Street  is  2,421  miles  away,  but  it  might  as 
well  be  on  the  far  side  of  the  moon  if  you  are  among  Lane  County’s  unemployed  or 
underemployed  or  just  broke.  Some  rat  bastards  in  Congress,  cynically  citing  an 
“improving  economy,”  are  tryingto  whack  food  stamps  and  other  assistance  to  the  poor. 
Meanwhile,  the  federal  poverty  rate  in  Oregon  has  grown  from  14.3  percent  at  the  “end” 
of  the  recession  to  12.2  percent  in  2012.  About  one  in  four  Oregon  kids  live  below  the 
poverty  line,  accordingtothe  Oregon  Center  for  Public  Policy.  Fora  family  of  four,  that  line 
is  $23,550  a  year  or  $11.32  an  hour  full-time.  Check  the  graphs  and  numbers  at  ocpp. 
org  or  just  look  around  at  people  you  know  struggling  to  get  by  and  going  in  debt. 

What’s  ironic  about  House  conservatives  calling  for  $39  billion  in  cuts  to  SNAP 
(Supplemental  Nutrition  Assistance  Program)  is  that  many  of  these  Republicans 
represent  districts  and  states  that  rely  heavily  on  food  stamps.  In  Kentucky,  for  example, 
825,000  people  get  food  stamps  and  local  charity  food  banks  can’t  keep  up  with 
demand.  About  15  percent  of  all  Americans  get  some  SNAP  benefits.  Will  voters  pay 
attention  when  their  representatives  take  bread  from  their  children’s  mouths?  Alas,  too 
many  Americans  get  suckered  by  the  rhetoric  of  ideology  and  vote  against  their  own 
best  interests. 


•  The  Eugene  Symphony  is  opening  its  48th  season  on  Sept.  26  and  we  got  a  heads- 
up  from  Executive  Director  Scott  Freck  about  the  50th  season  celebration  ahead.  Freck 
spoke  to  City  Club  Sept.  20  and  tossed  out  a  few  ideas:  maybe  three  commissioned 
pieces,  return  of  previous  star  conductors  like  Marin  Alsop,  maybe  even  a  history  of 
Oregon  music  patterned  from  a  history  of  North  Carolina  music,  which  Freck  coordinated 
in  that  state  before  he  came  to  Eugene.  Any  more  ideas?  Fifty  years  of  a  fine  symphony 
is  a  big  deal. 

•  Heads  up  if  you  get  contacted  by  a  seemingly  affable  man  named  Greg  or  get  a 
friendly  postcard  from  Oregon  Land  Company  offering  to  look  at  your  forest  land  to  buy 
or  to  thin.  £W  has  been  contacted  on  a  number  of  occasions  by  people  from  Creswell  to 
Benton  County  who  all  tell  a  similar  story:  They  were  approached  by  a  person  offering  to 
thin  their  timber  orto  buy  their  land.  The  sellers  say  they  were  verbally  assured  the  land 
would  not  be  clearcut,  but  soon  there  was  nothing  left  but  stumps.  It’s  all  perfectly  legal 
because  the  agreement  not  to  clearcut  was  not  in  writing.  Neighbors  of  the  clearcuts  say 
they  have  been  contacted  after  the  cuts  happened  and  were  told  their  trees  ought  to 
come  down,  too,  orthey  will  blowdown.  We  also  heard  that  one  seller  was  told  her  forest 
land  would  only  be  developed  for  a  single  “vacation  home,”  but  it  was  quickly  subdivided 
and  resold  for  huge  profits.  It  might  be  legal,  but  it’s  not  ethical  to  take  advantage  of 
trusting  and  often  cash-strapped  landowners. 

•  Kind  of  funny  that  Republican  Rep.  Dennis  Richardson  of  Central  Point,  who  is 
running  for  governor,  told  a  Tea  Party  group  Sept.  18  that  Oregon  needs  to  write  laws  that 
“make  it  easier  for  young  people  to  find  jobs.”  He  is,  of  course,  implying  we  need  to 
eliminate  those  pesky  environmental  regulations.  He  said  four  of  his  children  moved  out 
of  state  to  find  jobs.  We  imagine  there  are  lots  of  reasons  for  kids  growing  up  in  Central 
Point  to  want  to  be  somewhere  far  away. 
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•  College  students  are 
returning  and  property 
crimes  are  expected  to  rise 
all  overtown,  particularly  in 
areas  with  high  student 
populations.  WTF?  Why  are 
higher  ed  students,  our 
best  and  brightest  young 
people,  out  snatching 
anything  that’s  not  nailed 
down?  Part  of  it  is 
immaturity  —  frosh  brains 
haven’t  developed  all  the 
connections  that  are 
related  to  rational, 
responsible  thought.  But 
the  bigger  problem  is  that 
students  are  easy  targets 

for  bad  guys  in  our  community.  The  areas  around  campus  are  like  a  candy  store  for 
thieves.  Expensive  bikes,  laptops,  cell  phones,  stereos,  credit  cards,  cameras,  even 
drugs  are  all  there  under  minimal  watch.  We  hate  to  say  it,  but  student  areas  are  also  a 
candy  store  for  sexual  predators.  It’s  not  exactly  a  jungle  out  there,  but  still,  be  careful. 
Watch  out  for  yourself  and  your  neighbors.

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The  Tiger  of  the  Senate.  The  Conscience  of  the 
Senate.  Mr.  Education.  Maverick.  The  principled 
stances  of  the  late  Oregon  Senator  Wayne 
Lyman  Morse  earned  him  these  nicknames 
and  more.  Morse’s  uncompromising  positions 
on  the  Vietnam  War,  civil  rights,  free  speech, 
the  powers  of  Congress  and  putting  people 
before  corporations  also  earned  the  beetle-browed  orator  the 
undying  respect  of  some  and  the  ire  of  others. 

Quintessential  Oregon  author  Ken  Kesey  once  said  of 
Morse,  “When  he  looked  at  you,  you  felt  pinned  against  the 
wall,  like  a  bug  with  a  pin  in  it.” 

Morse  is  also  known  for  his  battle  cry:  principles  before 
politics.  His  grandson,  Father  Peter  Eaton,  dean  of  St.  John’s 
Cathedral  in  Denver,  Colo.,  says  that  Morse  was  among  a 
generation  of  politicians  who  were  committed  to  principles 
—  different  from  the  elected  officials  who  we  are  seeing 
now,  driven  by  elections  and  political  concerns. 

Morse’s  name  itself  has  been  used  as  a  battle  cry  lately.  The 
senator,  whose  time  in  office  lasted  from  1944  to  1968,  was 
one  of  only  two  votes  against  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  Resolution 
that  led  to  the  expansion  of  U.S.  involvement  in  Vietnam.  He 
argued  fervently  that  the  citizens  should  be  making  foreign 
policy  decisions  and  have  a  voice  in  government. 

A  constitutional  scholar,  talented  speaker  and  take-no¬ 
prisoners  critic,  part  of  Morse’s  legacy  is  Lane  County’s 
Wayne  Morse  Terrace  and  Free  Speech  Plaza.  And  that  legacy, 
according  to  critics  of  a  recent  4-1  County  Commission  vote 
to  close  the  plaza  from  11  pm  to  6  am  every  day,  is  sullied 
when  free  speech  is  given  a  curfew. 


MORSE  AGAINST  THE  WAR 

Recent  threats  of  an  American  intervention  in  the  civil  war  in  Syria, 
after  chemical  weapons  were  used  against  civilians,  brings  up  the  specter 
of  past  uses  of  military  force  —  in  Iraq  based  on  false  information  on 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  and  also  in  Vietnam.  This  year  marks  the 
50-year  anniversary  of  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  Resolution. 

Wayne  Morse  was  firmly  against  a  war  in  Vietnam,  and  the  Free 
Speech  Plaza  has  hosted  anti-war  protests  for  decades. 

Politico  Scott  Bartlett  says  when  he  came  to  Eugene  for  school  he 
was  mildly  pro-war,  but  became  an  anti-war  protester  after  encountering 
Morse’s  thundering  speeches  at  anti-war  rallies  at  the  EMU  (also  home  to 
a  “free  speech  plaza”)  on  the  University  of  Oregon  campus  in  the  1960s. 
Barlett  went  on  to  become  a  campaign  aide  and  adviser  to  Morse  in  the 
early  1970s  and  to  later  work  for  the  Clinton  administration. 

Morse  didn’t  just  oppose  the  war,  he  wanted  the  American  people  to 
have  a  say  in  foreign  policy.  The  Gulf  of  Tonkin  Resolution  arose  in  1964 
after  an  alleged  attack  on  a  U.S.  ship  patrolling  in  the  gulf.  Morse  was 
one  of  only  two  votes  against  the  resolution,  which  he  opposed  not  only 
because  it  drew  the  U.S.  deeper  into  an  open-ended  military  conflict  but 
also  because,  according  to  Morse,  who  was  an  attorney  and  former  dean 
of  the  UO  law  school,  it  violated  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  by  letting 
Congress  surrender  its  authority  to  check  the  president’s  power. 

Morse,  in  one  of  his  fiery  denunciations,  told  a  reporter,  “No  war 
has  been  declared  in  Southeast  Asia,  and  until  a  war  is  declared,  it  is 
unconstitutional  to  send  American  boys  to  their  death  in  South  Vietnam, 
or  anywhere  else  in  Southeast  Asia.  I  don’t  know  why  we  think,  just 
because  we’re  mighty,  that  we  have  the  right  to  try  to  substitute  might 
for  right.” 

The  reports  of  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  incident  were  later  found  to  have  been 
inaccurate  and  misleading,  but  Morse’s  anti-war  stance  was  nevertheless 
unpopular,  as  was  his  endorsement  of  Republican  Mark  Hatfield  for 
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Congress  over  fellow  Democrat  Robert  Duncan,  based  on 
Duncan’s  hawkish  stance  on  the  war.  Morse  at  the  time  was 
a  Democrat,  but  over  the  course  of  his  political  career  was 
“tri-partisan,”  jokes  Margaret  Hallock  of  the  UO’s  Wayne 
Morse  Center  for  Law  and  Politics.  Morse  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  as  a  Republican,  became  an  independent  when 
Eisenhower  selected  Richard  Nixon  as  his  running  mate 
and  then  later  became  a  Democrat,  which  allied  more 
strongly  with  his  progressive  ideals. 

Hallock  never  met  Morse,  but  as  a  labor  economist 
and  a  founding  member  and  director  of  the  Wayne  Morse 
Center  for  Law  and  Politics,  she  is  an  enthusiastic  steward 
of  his  legacy.  Morse  could  be  strident,  she  says,  and 
self-righteous,  but  that  went  hand-in-hand  with  being  an 
iconoclast,  independent  and  unafraid  to  speak  his  mind. 

Janet  Mueller,  who  worked  for  Morse  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  says  the  senator’s  “arguments  against  American 
involvement  in  Vietnam  could  easily  be  applied  to  the 
various  international  conflicts  the  U.S.  has  been  engaged 
in  more  recently.” 

She  says  from  his  early  days  as  a  labor  arbitrator 
—  which  earned  him  yet  another  nickname,  “the  Boss  of 
the  Waterfront”  —  to  his  Senate  career,  Morse  “was  never 
afraid  to  speak  his  mind  and  challenge  policies,  which  he 
felt  were  not  in  the  public  interest  or  in  accordance  with 
constitutional  or  legal  principles.” 

Morse  might  have  hated  the  war,  but  he  didn’t  let  that 
affect  how  his  office  handled  casework  for  members  of  the 
military  from  Oregon,  says  Mueller,  who  was  a  military 
caseworker  and  later  a  secretary/aide  under  Morse. 
“Military  and  draft  problems  were  addressed  thoroughly 
and  expeditiously  on  the  merits  of  each  case,  not  on  what 
the  senator  might  have  recently  said  or  how  he  might  have 
voted  on  Vietnam.” 

Eaton  points  out  that  these  issues  are  still  before  us, 
and  Syria  is  a  good  example  of  “the  fact  that  we  are  still 
trying  to  figure  out  how  the  president  and  the  Congress  act 
together  with  respect  to  the  business  of  making  war.” 

THE  PRICE  OF  FREE  SPEECH 

Wayne  Morse  knew  that  free  speech  is  not  always 
popular  speech,  says  Lauren  Regan  of  the  Civil  Liberties 
Defense  Center  (CLDC).  And  Morse  “paid  with  his 
political  career  to  save  lives,”  Bartlett  adds. 

Morse  lost  the  1968  election  to  Robert  Packwood, 
partly  due  to  Morse’s  unpopular  stance  against  the  war  in 
Vietnam,  but  also  because  his  speechmaking  skills  didn’t 
translate  well  to  the  two-minute  soundbites  the  televised 
debate  against  Packwood  called  for.  Packwood,  who  later 
left  office  after  a  sex  scandal,  criticized  Morse  for  not  doing 
enough  for  the  people  of  Oregon  —  pointing  to  his  ban 
on  exporting  raw  logs  off  federal  lands  and  the  amount  of 
money  citizens  got  back  in  taxes. 

Morse  died  in  1974  at  the  age  of  73,  while  campaigning 
to  get  his  Senate  seat  back,  and  the  UO’s  Wayne  Morse 
Chair  was  founded  that  same  year.  Tributes  to  Morse 
abound.  The  Wayne  L.  Morse  Federal  Courthouse,  the 
Wayne  Morse  Commons  at  the  UO  law  school,  the  Wayne 
Morse  Youth  Program  and  its  Wayne  Morse  Now  award 
and  the  Wayne  Morse  Family  Farm  and  dog  park.  And  then 
of  course  there  is  the  Free  Speech  Plaza  with  its  podium  for 
public  speaking  and  a  statue  of  Morse  at  his  oratorical  best, 
pointing  an  impassioned  finger  at  some  long-gone  foe. 

According  to  a  2005  press  release  from  Lane  County, 
the  “Wayne  Morse  Free  Speech  Plaza  was  envisioned  by 
the  Wayne  Morse  Historical  Park  Corporation  and  first 
approved  by  the  Lane  County  Board  in  1984  to  ‘better 
enable  Lane  County’s  citizens  to  exercise  their  precious 
rights  of  free  speech  and  assembly.’” 

In  1990  the  County  Commission  specified  in  its 
Administrative  Procedures  Manual  (APM)  that  the  “actual 
free  speech  area”  was  a  specific  area  on  the  Wayne  Morse 
Terrace  in  response  to  a  two-week  homeless  protest, 
according  to  county  documents.  That  area  was  later 


designated  to  be  71  by  73  feet.  The  APM  is  subordinate 
to  the  Lane  Code  and  the  Lane  Manual  when  it  comes  to 
running  the  county. 

In  2005  the  plaza  was  upgraded  with  plaques, 
paving  stones  and  the  bronze  statue  of  Morse  made  by 
Mexican  sculptor  Gabriel  Ponzanelli.  For  some  time  the 
Morse  Youth  Program  used  the  plaza  on  Saturdays  from 
April  until  Oct.  20  —  a  day  that  the  city  has  historically 
declared  Wayne  Morse  Day  —  until  2006  when  G.V. 
Stathakis,  chair  of  the  Morse  Youth  Program,  says  the  Lane 
County  Commission  cut  off  electricity  to  the  plaza.  The 
Morse  Youth  Program  still  gives  out  its  Morse  Now  award, 
with  Lauren  Regan  winning  in  2012. 

Commissioner  Pete  Sorenson,  who  met  Morse  while 
he  was  working  on  Congressman  Jim  Weaver’s  campaign, 
says  Morse  should  also  be  remembered  for  his  civil  rights 
work  —  he  voted  against  the  1957  Civil  Rights  Act  because 
he  felt  it  didn’t  go  far  enough  —  as  well  as  for  his  fight  for 
education  funding  and  support  of  union  labor.  He  calls  the 
curfew  on  the  Wayne  Morse  Free  Speech  Plaza  “a  travesty” 
of  Morse’s  legacy.

Sorenson  voted  against  the  recent  Lane  County 
“emergency”  closure  of  the  Free  Speech  Plaza  as  well 
as  against  the  move  to  close  the  plaza  from  11  pm  until 
6  am.  In  August,  a  Eugene  Municipal  Court  judge  ruled 
in  favor  of  protesters  from  SLEEPS  (Safe  Legally  Entitled 
Emergency  Places  to  Sleep),  who  said  their  constitutional 
rights  were  violated  when  the  county  closed  the  plaza 
citing  health  issues  based  on  the  alleged  presence  of  feces. 
Regan  and  the  CLDC  represented  the  homeless  protesters. 

Stathakis  says  on  this,  the  40th  anniversary  of  Morse’s 
passing,  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  would  be  doing  everything 
in  his  power  to  help  the  homeless.  “I  knew  him  well;  I  bet 
he  would  call  them  ‘citizens  without  addresses.’” 

The  closure  of  the  plaza  directly  affected  the  homeless 
protesters,  but  David  Fidanque  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  says  the  issue  is  broader  than  that.  He 
says  the  ACLU  believes  that  the  protection  of  freedom  of 
assembly  and  redress  of  grievances  under  the  Oregon  Bill 
of  Rights  prohibits  any  rule  or  law  that  prohibits  assembly 
based  on  time  of  day. 

Morse  “strongly  believed  in  the  right  of  Oregonians 
to  petition  their  elected  representatives  without  reprisal,” 
Mueller  says. 

And  one  of  the  historic  places  that  the  American  people 
have  gone  to  get  their  voices  heard  by  the  public,  by  the 
media  and  by  their  elected  officials,  without  reprisal,  has 
been  the  steps,  sidewalks  and  plazas  in  front  of  county 
courthouses  and  government  buildings.  That’s  where  they 
would  actually  stand  on  their  soapboxes. 

Fidanque  says  while  you  can  put  reasonable  measures 
in  place,  you  can’t  simply  prevent  people  from  assembling 
in  these  traditional  areas  of  free  speech.  If  there  are  harms 
—  safety  or  health  issues  —  then  you  address  the  harms, 
you  don’t  prohibit  assembly. 

He  points  to  events  in  the  U.S.  and  around  the  world  of 
spontaneous  public  gatherings  that  have  changed  history 
from  the  people  of  Moscow  in  the  days  of  the  Soviet  Union 
preventing  troops  from  arresting  Parliament  to  residents  of 
Cairo  gathering  in  Tahrir  Square. 

Designated  “actual  free  speech  area”  or  not,  Fidanque 
says  the  attorneys  of  the  Oregon  ALCU,  who  have  been 
working  on  an  ongoing  case  involving  a  24-7  vigil  at  the 
state  capitol,  argue  that  under  the  Oregon  Constitution  there 
is  a  an  independent  right  to  gather  and  redress  grievances. 

According  to  Chair  Sid  Leiken,  Fidanque ’s  comments 
to  the  County  Commission  on  the  issue  were  referred  to 
county  counsel  for  follow  up. 

Regan  says,  “The  framers  of  our  Constitution  believed 
that  it  was  a  cornerstone  of  the  new  democracy  —  the  right 
of  citizens  to  assemble,  redress  grievances  and  petition 
government  without  repercussion.  There  was  never  a  time 
frame  in  which  that  would  occur.  No  alarm  clock  at  11  pm.” 

In  addition,  in  her  SLEEPS  case  Regan  argued  that 
when  the  government  designates  an  area  for  free  speech  it 
becomes  a  traditional  public  forum  where  the  right  of  the 
government  to  limit  expressive  activity,  such  as  protests,  is 
sharply  restricted. 

“What’s  the  big  deal?  Who’s  going  to  be  there  before 
6  am?”  Regan  asks.  “If  the  First  Amendment  is  bent  and 
eroded  in  this  circumstance,  where  will  the  line  be  drawn?” 

Republican  Sen.  Barry  Goldwater  of  Arizona  once 
asked  Morse  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  “What  does  it  take 
to  please  the  senior  senator  from  Oregon?” 

Morse  told  journalist  Mike  Wallace  in  a  1957  interview 
that  his  answer  was  “Just  clean  government.  Just  clean 
government,  and  I’m  going  to  continue  to  raise  this  voice 
for  clean  government  whether  there’s  a  Democrat  or  a 
Republican  in  power.” 

Just  clean  government  and  the  First  Amendment  right  to 
peaceful  assembly,  to  petition  for  a  governmental  redress 
of  grievances  and  free  speech  without  a  curfew.

It’s  likely  you  already  know  too  much  about  Prisoners, 
the  excellent  new  film  by  young  Quebecois  director 
Denis  Villeneuve.  Yes,  Prisoners  is  about  a  kidnapping 
and  its  brutal  aftermath.  Yes,  the  movie’s  scenes  of 
unreconstructed  violence  are  deeply  disturbing.  Yes,  it 
has  a  crackerjack  cast,  which  includes  Hugh  Jackman, 
Maria  Bello,  Terrence  Howard  and  Jake  Gyllenhaal  as  the 
talented  and  tormented  detective  assigned  to  the  case. 

Working  with  a  screenplay  by  Aaron  Guzikowski, 
Villeneuve  has  made  a  movie  that  deserves  placement  on 
the  top  shelf  of  recent  dark  thrillers,  alongside  films  like 
Gone  Baby  Gone,  No  Country  for  Old  Men  and  Mystic 
River  —  and  this  is  no  random  list.  Guzikowski  knows  his 
stuff.  He  assembled  a  dream  team  for  Prisoners,  including 
cinematographer  and  Coen  brothers  stalwart  Roger 
Deakins  and  co-editors  Gary  Roach  and  Joel  Cox,  the  latter 
of  whom  is  a  longtime  collaborator  with  Clint  Eastwood. 

So  yes,  with  a  pedigree  like  that,  Prisoners  will  get 
under  your  skin,  though  perhaps  not  for  the  reasons  you’ve 
been  led  to  believe.  This  is  a  sweeping  Russian  novel  of  a 
movie,  tangled  and  epic,  and  its  title  should  be  taken  as  the 
first  clue  to  the  abyss  it  opens  up.  Quite  literally,  the  movie 
is  threaded  together  by  a  series  of  abductions  and 


imprisonments,  each  one  leading  with  horrible  inevitability 
to  the  next. 

But  Prisoners  also  delves  into  the  notion,  at  once 
devious  and  devastating,  that  every  person  touched  by 
crime  is  imprisoned  —  an  idea  that  transcends  questions  of 
good  and  evil.  There  may  be  no  key  unlocking  psychological 
prisons  of  trauma  and  grief.  From  its  gorgeous  opening 
scene,  which  hones  in  on  the  filigreed  etching  of  a  tree’s 
convoluted  bark,  Prisoners  is  a  maze  with  no  exit.  And, 
again,  that  maze  is  literal  and  figurative,  and  so 
metaphorically  charged  it  will  make  you  itch. 

Unhappy  families  are  always  unhappy  in  their  own 
way,  and  it  should  be  pointed  out  that,  contrary  to  a  bit  of 
(somewhat  racist)  Hollywood  marketing,  not  one  but  two 


children  (one  black,  one  white)  are  abducted  at  the 
beginning  of  Prisoners.  Hugh  Jackman  is  riveting  as  the 
coiled-up  control  freak  with  outback  survivalist  tendencies, 
and  Maria  Bello  is  an  appropriately  frazzled  mess  as 
Jackman’s  pill-popping  wife. 

But  it  is  those  other  stricken  parents,  Terrence  Howard 
and  Viola  Davis,  who  most  painfully  and  humanely 
register  the  tidal  nightmare  of  violence  consuming 
everyone  around  them.  As  a  father  paralyzed  by  loss, 
Howard’s  performance  is  raw  and  unnerving,  and  Davis 
creates  an  equally  profound  portrait  of  angst  and  hurt. 
Together,  they  offer  a  sort  of  regenerate  nod  to  Macbeth, 
and  their  struggle  is  essential  to  the  awful  logic  that  drives 
Prisoners.  ■

MASTERS  OF  SAX 

Saxophones  will  be  ringing  this 
autumn,  and  Eugene  Symphony  opens 
the  classical  music  season 

After  a  decade  exploring  the  classic,  Sonny 
Rollins-style  sax-bass-drums  ensemble  (and 
other  trio  configurations  including  piano,  guitar 
and  even  electric  bass)  Eugene  sax  master  Joe 
Manis  has  ventured  into  another  classic  jazz 
assemblage:  the  organ  trio,  featuring  recent  NYC-to- 
Portland  transplant  George  Colligan  (who’s  teaching  at 
PSU  and  making  quite  an  impression  in  his  own  Oregon 
gigs  on  piano)  at  the  keyboard.  Todd  Strait  will  man  the 
drum  kit  for  this  show  9:30  pm  Friday,  Sept.  27,  at  Sam 
Bond’s.  Manis  has  also  made  other  changes,  leaving  his 
gig  in  the  Cherry  Poppin’  Daddies  (see  music)  and  landing 
a  record  deal  with  the  venerable  Steeplechase  jazz  label. 
As  his  excellent  new  album  North  by  Northwest 
demonstrates,  Manis  hasn’t  strayed  from  commanding 
sound  and  astute  improvisations,  nor  from  his  inventive 
way  with  the  classics,  this  time  including  songbook 
standards,  tunes  by  jazz  legends  Monk,  Coltrane  and 
Lenny  Tristano  and  appealing  original  compositions. 

Another  great  improvising  sax  man,  Chicago’s  Ken 
Vandermark,  has  so  impressed  listeners  with  his 


imaginative  explorations  that  he  became  one  of  the  youngest 
recipients  of  a  coveted  Mac  Arthur  Fellowship  (the  so-called 
“genius  grant”)  in  1999.  The  former  member  of  the  NRG 
Ensemble  has  performed  with  some  of  the  most  out-there 
free  jazzers  of  the  era  and  explored  noise  music.  He’s  also 
capable  of  covering  everyone  from  Sonny  Rollins  to 
George  Clinton  to  Sun  Ra  and  classic  reggae  tunes.  He’s 
performing  at  the  UO’s  Beall  Hall  on  Oct.  8  with  another 
impressive  improviser,  trumpeter  Nate  Woo  ley,  the  Oregon 
native  who  moved  to  Brooklyn  a  dozen  years  ago  but  still 
returns  home  enough  to  remind  us  why  big  names  like  John 
Zorn,  Anthony  Braxton,  Fred  Frith,  Mary  Halvorson  and 
more  keep  his  number  on  their  favorites  list.  Together, 
Wooley  and  Vandermark  should  be  an  explosive 
combination. 

He  won’t  be  improvising  much,  but  still  another  sterling 
saxophonist,  Kenneth  Tse,  will  play  contemporary  classical 
music  on  Oct.  6  at  Beall  Hall.  A  professor  at  the  University 
of  Iowa  who’s  snagged  a  slew  of  major  awards,  Tse  will  be 
accompanied  by  pianist  Matthew  Pavilanis.  Also  at  Beall, 
Seattle-based  retro  singer/ukulelist/cornetist  Casey  MacGill 
picks  a  time  period  and  plays  different  kinds  of  music  that 
were  happening  simultaneously.  So  at  his  trio’s  free  concert 
on  Sept.  28,  you  might  hear  Nat  Cole-style  cool  crooning 
alongside  Fats  Domino,  New  Orleans  boogie  or  Fred 
Astaire  show  tunes. 

The  classical  music  season  opens  at  the  Hult  Center  this 
Thursday,  Sept.  26,  with  one  of  the  Eugene  Symphony’s 
most  appealing  programs  of  the  year,  a  Franco-Spanish 
flavored  tapas  menu  that  includes  the  inevitable  popular 


tunes  from  Bizet’s  opera  Carmen  and  more  music  by  great 
French  composers  looking  toward  Spain.  Everyone  knows 
Ravel’s  Bolero,  but  even  after  repeated  listening,  it  offers 
surprises  and  thrills  beyond  that  implacable  melody.  Claude 
Debussy’s  Iberia  colorfully  depicts  the  French  master’s 
impressions  of  Spain’s  street  life,  festivals  and  (as  one 
movement  is  titled)  “The  Fragrance  of  the  Night.”  And 
speaking  of  Spanish  nights,  the  program  includes  one  of  the 
20th  century’s  most  magical  works  for  piano  and  orchestra, 
Nights  in  the  Garden  of  Spain,  which  the  great  Spanish 
composer  Manuel  de  Falla  began  while  living  in  Paris 
during  a  crucial  period  of  his  development;  here  he  met 
Ravel  and  Debussy  as  well  as  Igor  Stravinsky.  Rising 
pianist  Orion  Weiss  is  at  the  keyboard. 

Public  drunkenness,  insulting  a  public  official,  jail  time, 
wild  parties,  lewd  flirting,  disguises,  inebriated  singing, 
deception,  revenge,  sneaky  affairs  ...  must  be  back-to- 
college  time!  Actually,  it’s  “The  Bat”  ( or  “Die  Fledermaus”), 
Johann  Strauss’s  ever-popular  1874  operetta,  which 
Cascadia  Concert  Opera  is  performing  around  Oregon 
this  month  and  next  with  a  stop  at  The  Shedd  Oct.  4.  The 
champagne-and-waltz-fueled  frothy  comedy,  whose  plot 
revolves  around  comeuppances  and  scheming  about  extra 
marital  dalliances,  is  this  year’s  production  from  Cascadia 
Concert  Opera,  the  Eugene-based  group  that  for  the  past 
few  years  has  brought  scaled-down  but  high-spirited  concert 
performances  (in  English  and  accompanied  by  piano)  of 
popular  operas  to  small  venues  such  as  churches,  senior 
centers  and  other  places  and  audiences  who  might  not 
otherwise  encounter  it.  ■

Austin,  Texas,  folk  artist  Matt  the  Electrician  sports  a  mighty  fine  full  beard.  A  possible  allegory  for  his  style  of  music,  his  beard  is 
inviting  and  warm  while  his  voice  sounds  weathered  and  prickly.  “You  know,  sadly,  I’m  just  lazy,”  he  says.  “The  beard  is  much  easier 
to  manage  than  no  beard  because  I  don’t  really  have  to  do  anything  to  it.  Like  once  every  three  months  I  take  some  scissors  and  cut 
it  back  a  little  bit  so  it  doesn’t  take  over  any  nearby  villages.” 

Born  Matt  Sever  and  raised  in  Ashland  (his  mother  worked  at  a  costume  shop  during  the  Oregon  Shakespeare  Festival),  Sever 
worked  as  a  journeyman  electrician  while  playing  open  mic  nights  before  becoming  a  professional  musician.  His  simple  yet  engaging 
folk  songs  sit  well  next  to  Ryan  Bingham  with  his  gravelly  whisper,  and  his  blue-collar  songwriting  recalls  that  of  the  Texan  folk 
granddaddy,  Townes  Van  Zandt. 

A  proud  and  loving  father,  many  of  Matt  the  Electrician’s  songs  are  inspired  by  his  two  kids,  and  his  recent  Kickstarter  video  was 
produced  by  his  whole  family.  His  latest  record,  It’s  a  Beacon ,  It’s  a  Bell,  was  released  last  month,  and  it  continues  down  his 
thoughtful,  fuzzy  path.  To  get  really  intimate  with  the  musician,  however,  you  have  to  see  him  live. 

“I  don’t  know  if  it’s  a  good  thing,  but  I  don’t  have  a  lot  of  filters  when  I’m  on  stage.  Nor  do  I  really  plan  ahead  very  well.  So  I  kinda 
get  up  there  and  see  what  happens,  and  that’s  what  I’ve  been  doing  for  a  long,  long  time,”  he  says  with  a  chuckle.  “And  I  think,  you 
know,  a  good  ? 0  percent  of  the  time  it  works  out  really  well.”

THE  ODDS  ARE  EVEN 


Don’t  call  The  Evens  a  side  project.  “It’s  a  band,”  insists  Ian 
MacKaye,  the  musician  behind  some  of  the  most  iconic  projects  in 
American  punk  and  hardcore  music:  Minor  Threat,  Fugazi  and 
founding  Dischord  Records.  After  over  three  decades  in  the  business, 
the  reluctant  legend’s  passion  for  music  hasn’t  waned  a  bit.  “Music  is 
holy,”  MacKaye  says.  Over  the  years  MacKaye  has  championed  a  DIY 
ethos.  “I’ve  become  a  poster  child,”  he  says,  “but  I  just  did  my  work.” 

MacKaye’s  current  band,  The  Evens,  is  a  two-piece  with  his  wife, 
Amy  Farina.  In  2013  The  Evens  released  their  third  record,  The  Odds. 
“Musically  speaking  [The  Evens]  comes  from  the  same  place  as 
anything  I’ve  ever  done,”  MacKaye  says.  While  The  Evens  are 
somewhat  subdued  when  compared  to  the  larynx-shredding  assault 
of  MacKaye’s  former  bands,  the  basic  ingredients  remain:  simple  and 
aggressive  songs  delivered  with  passionate,  tightly-coiled  intensity 
and  riddled  with  populist  social  commentary.  “Need  a  job,”  MacKaye 
sings  on  the  track  “Wanted  Criminals.”  “People  need  something  to  do  / 
They’re  getting  angry.” 

Partially  inspiring  The  Evens  is  a  desire  to  bring  live  rock  ‘n’  roll 
beyond  the  confines  of  bars  and  dive-y  rock  clubs,  as  well  as 
frustration  with  the  big  business  of  booking  shows  at  typical  venues. 
“What  other  art  form  is  forced  into  bars?”  MacKaye  asks.  “Music  is 
constantly  shoved  into  specific  venues.  All  of  these  things  are 
thoroughly  prescribed.  I  can  pretty  much  assure  you  nobody  is 
playing  the  bicycle  shop  next  Tuesday,”  MacKaye  quips  before 
concluding,  “Sorry  if  I’m  talking  too  much.  I’m  just  an  old  fucking  punk 
rocker.”

H0RN-Y  DADDIES 


Love  'em  or  hate  'em,  you  have  certainly  heard  the  Cherry  Poppin’  Daddies’  popular  Zoot  Suit  Riot 
album  enough  to  have  an  opinion  about  the  band.  But  stardom  —  and  the  backlash  that  came  with  it 
—  was  never  something  they  expected  to  achieve  when  they  formed  in  the  late  ’80s. 

“We  didn’t  think  we’d  go  anywhere,”  Perry  says  with  a  laugh.  “Signed?  Who  got  signed?  The  bands 
who  got  signed  in  those  days  were  from  another  planet.  We  were  from  Eugene.  We  didn’t  expect 
anything  but  to  play  down  at  the  WOW  Hall.” 

When  the  Daddies  stop  by  WOW  Hall  this  week,  they  will  be  mixing  some  old  favorites  in  with 
material  off  their  new  album,  White  Teeth,  Black  Thoughts.  Thoughts  marks  the  first  time  since  1997’s 
Riot  that  the  band  has  released  a  swing  record. 

“I  thought  it  was  time  to  do  a  horn-based  swing  record  for  two  reasons,”  Perry  says.  “One  was  we 
hadn’t  done  that  since  Zoot  Suit  Riot ,  and  two  was  that  the  financial  crisis  made  the  swing  style  a 
natural  choice.” 

The  album  is  as  delightfully  subversive  as  anything  they  have  done  before,  mixing  upbeat  tracks 
with  dark  material,  and  Perry  knows  the  music  won’t  be  for  everyone.  But  that’s  how  he  likes  it. 

“I’m  not  gonna  change,”  he  says.  “I’m  gonna  keep  writing  whatever  I  want  to  write.  We  just  don’t  fit. 
We  never  have.  We  never  will.  At  this  point,  you  do  it  this  many  years,  there  are  a  lot  of  people  who 
appreciate  it  and  get  it,  and  so  that’s  fine  with  me.”

AUGUST  IN  SEPTEMBER 

Oregon  Contemporary  Theatre  hicks  off  its  fall  season  with  a  rollicking  family  drama 


It’s  the  stickiest  month  of  the  year  in  rural  Oklahoma, 
and  the  air  conditioning  is  off.  That’s  the  way  Violet 
Weston  likes  it,  despite  the  fact  that  she’s  hosting  a 
houseful  of  sweltering  family  members  who’ve  gathered 
in  her  home  following  her  husband’s  disappearance. 

Her  three  daughters  are  here,  and  they’ve  brought  assorted 
husbands  and  children  in  tow.  Caring  for  seemingly  fragile 
Violet  in  her  hour  of  need  should  feel  like  a  “Very  Special 
Episode”  of  your  favorite  TV  show.  But  Violet  Weston,  a 
foul-mouthed  drug  addict  in  pearls,  is  a  mother  who  makes 
herself  hard  to  love. 

Playwright  Tracy  Letts  builds  his  masterful  August: 

Osage  County  on  the  shoulders  of  the  greats;  his  language 
drips  with  boozy  zingers  that  seem  issued  from  Tennessee 
Williams’  Big  Mama  herself.  Neil  Simon  is  in  there,  too,  and 
the  pace  of  this  production  is  best  when  director  Tara 
Wibrew  lets  it  reach  a  zany  sitcom  boil.  Throw  Southern- 
tinged  playwright  Beth  Henley  into  that  mix  —  the  play  feels 
like  Crimes  of  the  Heart  on  speed.  And  not  since  Sam 
Shepard  wrestled  with  family  drama  in  the  1980s  has  an  American 
play  captured  so  exquisitely  the  soft  cruelties  of  the  family  dinner. 

An  Oklahoma  native  (Oklahoma  is  not  the  South,  not  the  Midwest, 
but  the  plains),  playwright  and  actor  Letts  developed  August:  Osage 
County  at  Chicago’s  Steppenwolf  Theatre  Company,  and  that  original 
cast  carried  it  to  Broadway.  The  play  took  home  the  2008  Tony  for 
Best  Play  and  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  drama.  Ferocious  and  crackling, 
the  script  chugs  bouncily  through  territory  like  alcoholism,  drug 
addiction,  affairs,  poverty,  abuse,  and  though  the  content  might  make 
you  squirm,  the  writing  is  never  maudlin.  It’s  a  family  dramedy  for  the 
21st  century;  its  three  acts  buzz  by  like  you’re  on  your  couch  at  home 
binge-watching  your  favorite  TV  show.  You’ll  laugh,  you’ll  cringe 


and  you’ll  find  yourself  at  intermission  reaching  for  a  phantom  remote 
to  find  out  what  happens  next. 

As  an  ensemble,  this  cast  tackles  the  packed  plot  gamely. 
Standout  performances  include  Rebecca  Nachison  as  the  tautly 
wound,  acerbic-tongued  Violet  and  William  Campbell  as  her 
broken  husband  Beverly.  Gloria  Lagalo  infuses  Mattie  Fae  with 
broad  comedy  and  cutting  charm.  Tim  McIntosh  as  Little  Charles, 
Dan  Pegoda  as  Bill  and  Bary  Shaw  as  Charlie  drag  with  them 
enough  pathos  to  kill  a  mule,  and  it’s  a  treat  to  watch  them  fumble, 
fall  and  eventually,  right  themselves.  ■

SAVAGE 

LOVE 


WORDS  OF  WISDOM  BY  DAN  SAVAGE 


I’m  a  23-year-old  homo  who  came  out  one  year  ago.  Life  has  done  good  and  bad  things  to  me. 
Good  things  include  success  in  the  intelligence  lottery ,  a  full  ride  to  college ,  and  now  a  job  with  a 
six-figure  income.  Sadly,  I  find  that  my  place  in  life  is  different  from  the  place  occupied  by  most 
other  young  gay  men.  When  meeting  someone,  I  am  often  bummed  to  discover  that  they  are  in 
a  state  of  transience  (between  cities,  between  degrees],  or  bummed  because  I  detect  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  socioeconomic  upbringing/status  that  will  make  it  hard  for  us  to  relate  to  each  other,  or 
bummed  because  they  are  not  as  smart  as  I  am,  or  most  often  bummed  over  a  combination  of 
all  these  things.  These  thoughts  sap  my  interest  in  new  people,  telling  me  that  “it  just  wouldn’t 
work.”  Am  I  right  to  think  that  and  keep  looking,  or  should  I  do  some  substantial  “rounding  up  to 
one”  and  go  on  that  second  date,  even  though  the  odds  of  compatibility  seem  slim? 

Lots  Of  First  Dates 

I’m  tempted  to  tell  you  not  to  go  on  “that  second  date”  with  anyone  you  feel  is  beneath  you  intel¬ 
lectually,  socioeconomically,  or  status-  or  upbringing-wise  —  not  to  spare  you  his  ghastly  company, 
LOFD,  but  to  spare  himthe  ghastliness  of  yours. 

Look,  Gloria  Upson,  if  dating  gay  men  your  own  age  means  exposing  yourself  to  guys  who  are  in 
“states  of  transience”  —  completely  normal  states  for  dudes  in  their  early  20s  —  then  date  guys  in 
their  30s  and  40s.  Not  that  dating  older  guy  sis  a  surefire  recipe  for  romantic  success:  Your  snobbery, 
classism,  and  elitism  are  so  repulsive  that  most  older  guys  will  be  blocking  your  number  before  you 
can  call  about  a  second  date. 

AndrewSullivan  wrote  a  beautiful  post  at  The  Dish  a  few  weeks  ago  about  the  egalitarianism  of  get¬ 
ting  laid.  He  recalled  dancingall  night  in  a  gay  club  full  of  African  American  guys  back  when  he  was  a 
“cute  twinky  English  schoolboy.”  And  Andrew  didn’t  just  dance  with  the  black  guys  he  encountered 
after  movingto  Washington,  DC. 

“There’s  nothing  like  dating  or  fucking  a  person  of  another  background,  race,  or  class  to  help  you 
see  the  humanity  in  everyone,”  Andrew  wrote.  “How  do  you  get  scared  of  generic  young  black  men 
when  you’ve  danced  with  them  all  night  long?...  In  that  sense,  I’ve  always  felt  that  being  gay  was  a 
real  moral  blessing.  I  could  have  been  so  much  worse  a  human  being  if  I’d  been  straight.” 

You’re  young,  LOFD,  and  I’m  being  hard  on  you.  I  don’t  mean  to  step  on  your  ping-pong  ball.  But  if 
you  don’t  get  a  grip  on  your  classism  and  snobbery,  you  will  become  so  much  worse  a  human  being 
than  you  need  to  be.  So  snap  the  fuck  out  of  it,  okay?  And  remember:  We  gay  people  are  a  tiny,  tiny 
minority.  If  you  reject  as  potential  partners,  friends,  and  fuck  buddies  all  gay  men  who  aren’t  of  your 
exact  same  class,  education  level,  social  status  (ugh),  or  salary  level  (barf),  LOFD,  you  won’t  be  left 
with  many  guysto  date,  hangout  with,  orfuck. 

Which  is  not  to  say  that  you’ll  wind  up  alone.  Refusing  to  date  any  gay  man  who  doesn’t  belong  to 
the  same  clubthat  Bunny  Bixler  does  (and  isn’t  pulling  in  100K+  a  year)  will  complicate  yoursearch 
for  love,  LOFD,  but  there  are  other  gay  snobs  out  there.  You  could  find  a  boyfriend  who’s  just  like  you, 
i.e.,  same  class,  same  education,  same  income  bracket,  same  snobbery  and  shitty-ass  attitude.  But 
I  wouldn’t  wish  that  kind  of  guy  on  anyone,  LOFD. 

Not  even  on  you. 

I  recently  started  dating  a  26-year-old  female.  I  was  a  little  surprised  when  she  told  me  that  she 
gets  nothing  out  of  oral  sex,  as  that  has  been  my  typical  method  for  getting  my  past  partners 
off.  eventually,  I  was  to  discover  that  this  was  because  she  has  no  external  glans  (clitoris  hood/ 
head).  It’s  just  smooth  skin  where  a  clit  would  be.  I  was  shocked  when  she  showed  me.  She  is 
probably  the  easiest  person  I’ve  ever  met  to  get  to  orgasm  (thank  god!],  so  this  isn’t  a  problem, 
just  a  mystery.  I  know  that  the  clitoris  is  much  larger  than  just  the  part  you  can  see  —  the  “head” 
—  and  she  gets  off  on  the  feeling  of  pressure  on  and  around  where  the  glans  would  normally  be, 
so  I’m  sure  she  has  developed  nerves  and,  I  guess,  has  a  clit  under  the  skin.  She  assumed  this  was 
common  enough,  as  none  of  her  gynecologists  has  ever  brought  it  to  her  attention.  Have  you  ever 
heard  of  this?  Is  it  common? 

Clitorless  Lad  In  Torment 

“It’s  pretty  rare,  but  yes  it  happens,”  said  Debby  Herbenick,  a  research  scientist  at  Indiana  Uni¬ 
versity,  a  sexual  health  educator  at  the  Kinsey  Institute,  the  author  of  Sex  Made  Easy  (among  other 
books),  a  frequent  guest  expert  for  Savage  Love,  and  the  only  woman  who  has  ever  chased  me 
around  a  room  with  a  vulva  puppet. 

When  a  woman  doesn’t  have  an  exposed  clitoral  glans,  “there’s  usually  other  genital  parts  that 
haven’t  developed  or  have  developed  in  atypical  ways,”  said  Herbenick.  “But  there  have  been  a  few 
case  reports  in  which  the  women  had  other  typically  developed  genital  parts  —  labia,  etc.  —  while 
the  clitoris  alone  is  missing  or  very  small.  Some  of  these  women  report  erotic  sensation  in  the  clitoral 
area.” 

Should  your  girlfriend  talkto  a  doctor  about  it? 

“I  haven’t  seen  this  woman’s  genitals  specifically,”  said  Herbenick,  “but  sometimes  there  is  atrophy 
or  even  ‘coverage’  ofthe  clitoris  (for  example,  the  hood  fuses  overthe  glans  partially  or  completely) 
due  to  vulvar  skin  disorders  such  as  lichen  sclerosus.  Some  children  have  LS,  and  often  it  goes  un¬ 
diagnosed  for  years  and,  without  treatment,  her  clitoral  hood  could  have  fused  overthe  glans.  A  der¬ 
matologist  or  gynecologist  knowledgeable  about  vulvar  dermatoses  could  look  into  this  possibility 
via  a  very  small  biopsy.  (Doctors  with  expertise  in  vulvar  health  can  be  found  through  issvd.org.)”

Bummed  About  Bad  Experiences 

Some  suggestions:  Use  a  hormonal  birth  control  method  and  a  condom  and  pull  out  before  you 
come.  Don’t  have  penis-in-vagina  intercourse  —  you  can  stickto  oral  sex,  mutual  masturbation,  and 
doing  her  in  the  butt  (if  being  done  in  the  butt  is  something  your  girlfriend  enjoys).  Deposit  a  few 
loads  at  a  sperm  bank,  keep  ’em  on  ice  until  you  want  kids,  and  get  a  vasectomy. 

Or,  hey,  you  could  learn  more  about  abortion  while  continuing  to  act  responsibly,  i.e.,  using  birth 
control  and  condoms.
